MARKET DIRECTOR CANNOT SET 
PRICES 





The state market director has no 
power under the law either to sanc- 
tion, or attempt to enforce, an agree- 
|ment whereby prices would be fixed 
to be paid the producer for a com- 
| modity, and charged the consumer by 
|the distributor, holds Attorney Gen- 
| eral Webb in an opinion given in an- 
jswer to an important question raised 
iby Colonel Haris Weinstock of the 
marketing commission. 

Such an agreement, even assuming 
that the object would be to fix rea- 
sonable prices in each case, it is 
held by Webb, is not only illegal, but 
to all appearances a clear viola- 
tion of the spirit of the laws of the 
|state, enacted to prevent combina- 
jtions in restraint of trade. 

The opinion also says that action 
of the market director, in either ap-

declared unlawful for any person, firm 
or corporation to build, construct, main- 
tain or use any open toilet, water-closet 
or privy within the said City of Upland, 
or any toilet, water-closet or privy that 
has not been connected with a cess pool 
as hereinafter provided. 

(b) It is hereby declared unlawful for 
any person, firm or corporation, to build, 
erect, maintain or use any house for 
human habitation within the City of 
Upland unless the same is provided with 
proper toilets connected with a cess pool 
constructed as hereinafter provided. 

(c) All cess pools constructed or main- 
tained within the City of Upland shall 
be not less than eight feet in diameter 
and at least ten feet in depth, the bot-

STATE FRUIT MEN TO MEET 

The forty-ninth annual State Fruit 
Growers’ convention will be held at 
Napa on the 15th, 16th and 17th of 
November. On the 13th and 14th— 
the two days preceding—the regular 
convention of the State Association 
of County Horticultrual Commission- 
ers will meet.
